rpHE British Columbia coaat most 
probably regards the question of 
Canada and the next ^^'ar in a more 
personal light than any other part of 
the Dominion. This 15 due to the pos- 
sibility of an American-Japanese war, 
a remote possibility certainly bjt ne- 
vertheless one that should be cons dcr- 
ed. In such a war British Columbia 
would be the obvious Belgium through 
which Japan woiild attack the States. 
The United States and Great Britain 
would undoubtedly protect the rest .of 
the Dominion .idcquatcly but the Paci- 
fic Coast as the battlefield would in- 
evitably suffer disastrously. 

Because of this remote possibility of 
an .\mcrican-Japanc3C war we believe 
thai tho Canadian Tacific Coast i1a^^'t 
an iidcquato defense scheme. It is here 
that tho Department of Nat'onal De- 
fense should concentrate its activities. 
There certainly should be better arteriaJ 
rotids lo communicate w-lth the north- 
ern part of tho- coast. Mi itary unis 
should be increased and given more up 
to dale, equipment, .\. small out ade- 
quate crulsior squadron which would be 
capable of assuming a defensive white 
Us exact whereabouts w-eic unknown 
is necciSiiry. Such a squadron ccu'd. 
lii.>wi'\cr. be I'l-ovldcJ by the I'lVtccI 
States. What tho Canadian should do 
is educate Iho population of the r.aci- 
fio Coast In proper behavior iu case 
of sudden attack. Similar schemes of 
war education arc being carried out in 
(ircal Britain today. 

If .my part of Canada i.s attackedTy 
a foreign power- the United States 
would protect her. Wo bcllovo that this 
would be the case even it thoy were not 
pledged to do so by tho ^louroe doctrine 
because for the sake of her own »afcty 
the United Stales could not allow a be> 
llsoreiu nation to as-sumo control of tho 
Uomiiupn, If CanatU is .1 party lo Brit- 
ish the United States might te-

■Wo arc not in favor of following, ei- 
ther a. Leaguo of XaCions policy or a 
British forefgn policy unreservedly. The 
former docs not seem to carry much 
weight with the major.ty of foreign 
nations and we do not have enough 
voice in the forming of the latter. 

Canada undoubtabty lias not an 
adeqtiate military force to back iui;- 
international obligations however her 
supplies of wheat .and m'neral rescurcc-î 
make her a power to be reckoned with 
in case of war. 

Theoretically the majority oC studeo'.o 
on the B.C. campus wish Canada's fo- 
reign policy lo be on"; of ho'ation. 
However, realizing that sucii a policy ;< 
not altogether practical in the modern 
world they are divided on the question 
of being cither pro-.Vmerican or pro- 
British. From .X ru'ic y praclical view- 
point the pro-.Vmencan oBcms to ijc th? 
most reasonable alliance but from sen- 
timental reasons the majority on Uii? 
campus favor a pro-British polic.'-. 
Tlie^ do not however carry this attitud* 
so far as to proclaim themselves ready 
to 50 to w:ir m order to heip Great 
Britain in any eventuality. Most of the 
men on this campus believe tlut they 
would not under any condition fight in 
,-1 European war it the safety of Canada 
il.-clt W IS not inv'.'ivcJ. In any cas« 
they tlaiiii that th^y would nol jppro»?

A foreign war .neenut to be almost m- 
evidible In the near future and Can- 
ada would find it difficult to remain 
completely neutral. In such 3. war how- 
ever it appears '.o u;. thut Canaia cou'd 
help her allies moro by producing for 
them largo supplies of wheat, mineral 
products and lumber than by sending 
armioa tnto tho field. .\ war oa Can- 
adian soil .sccni!. at tho l^rct.eat' to b« 
very iniprobablo and in such 1 war 
there is no doubt, but tha'.
